At the stated meeting of the Society held on May 
17, 1889, ^e following Resolution from the Commit- 
tee on Hall was unanimously adopted : 

Resolved, That a proper Commemorative Celebration of the Centennial 
Anniversary of the American Philosophical Society's occupation of its present 
Hall, on November 21, 1789, be held on November 21, 1889, the subject and 
order of exercises to be referred to a Special Committee of six members with 
power to take action on the matter.
